50th Anniversary 
Saturday Afternoon 


The 650th anniversary of Tal- 
cott library at Northfield Semin- 
ary will be observed on Saturday 
afternoon with “open house” from 
2 o’clock until 5. Formal presenta- 
tion of the many gifta being made 
to the library by trustees, alumnae 
| present students, and friends, and 

talks by visiting writers will fea- 
ture the celebration. 

Miss Bertha Damon, writer of 
the best-seller “Grandma Called 
It Carnal’* and an alumna of 
Northfield Seminary, will speak 
at the anniversary as will Eric 
Kelly, journalist of Hanover, N. 
H. and writer of many young 
people’s books among which is 
“The Trumpeter of Krakow.” 

The libray was given to North- 
field Seminary by the late James 
| Talcott of New York City and was 
opened for use in 1889. In 1926, 
Mr. Talcott’s sons and daughters 
remodelled and renovated’ the 
building. The original 2640 vol- 
umes have been a-nucleus around 
| which the present 17,000 volume 
library has grown. 

The building has become the 
cultural center of the campus and 
the 530 students take full ad- 
vantage of its facilities during 
study periods as well as during 
their leisure time. Weekly art 
displays and, exhibits on subjects 
pertaining to vocational guidance 
and to profitable hobbies are fea- 
tured by the librarians and meet 


with the enthusiastic response of 
the students. 

The Seminary girls, represent- 
ed by the library committees 
which they elect, choose the addi- 
tional books which are ordered 
for the library shelves each spring 
and fall. “Book Weeks” are held 
in April and November every 
year, when the new volumes are 
on display and when free after- 
noons are given over to browsing 
or to readings by faculty mem- 
bers and by visiting authors. Dur- 
ing recent Book Weeks, Robert 
Francis, Amherst poet, read from 
his works and Prof. Douglas 
Shepardson of Choate school gave 
Shakespearean readings. 

The present librarian is Miss 
Stella Morse of Watertown, a 
|} former assistant at the Kalama- 
zoo, Mich. public library. Miss 
Morse is assisted by Miss Ethel 
Moody of East Northfield and 
Miss Barbara Hatch of Waltham. 

Among the many valuable gifts 
presented to Talcott library in 
this aniversary observance is a 
memorial book of 200 pages, 
bound in blue Turkish morrocco, 
and containing facts about the 
building and its friends. This 
book is presented by Henry W. 
Huntting of Springfield.

nitrogen for alkaline soils. Amon- 
ja and urea tend to make the soil 
acid; nitrates have a slight ten- 
dency toward alkalinity. 

Lime is not a fertilizer but a 
correction for acidity.

Fall is the best time 
to apply lime. Do not apply lime 
within 10 days of any fertilizer. 

Roll the lawn if it needs it, but 
do it when the goil is friable but 
not wet.
